They Will Not Submit to a Fur- 
ther Reduction of Wages. 


A Strike to be Officially Proclaimed Before 
the End of the PresentWeek—The Manu= 
facturers as Stubborn as the Nailers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, January 9.—For the past two or 
three years periodical reductions of wages 
have taken place among the Eastern nailers, 
and now the workmen have again received a 
notification that, on and after January 14, 
there will be another general reduction of 
15 per cent, This latest attempt to scale 
down wages on the part of the manufactur- 


ers is regarded by the workmen as decidedly 


unjust. They claim thatthey have submit- 
ted to three previous reductions because they 
believed the manufacturers were furced to 


resort to this expedient in order to compete 
with the West and keep their mil!s running. 
This last redaction, however, which they 
claim is unnecessary and uncalled for, they 
are determined to re-ist, aud a genera! 
strike ot the Eastern naiiers is likely to be 
the result unless the mauufacturers compro- 
mise, which is extremely doubtful. A cor- 
respondent to-day had an interview with 
ONE OF THE LEADING NAILERS 

of the East, who stated that it need not be 
wondered at if ali the miiisin the East were 
shut down through this reduction, as the up- 
eratives were organized and determined not 
to submit, and the munufacturers were 
equally stubborn. He then proceeded to

THE THREE MILLS RUNNING. 

“We argue that if the manufacturers in the 
East decide that they could get a better price 
tor their goods, they would not be obliged to 
take it off ef the operatives. A strike in fhe 
East is just what the Western manufacturers 
have been anticipating for the past ten 
years. It willshorien up the supply there 
and give them a chance to reach 
their goods into the Eastern market. 
and by this means give them the full control 
of the nail markets of the country. If they 
can only accumplish this there wiil be no 
necessity for shutting down their works 
every little while, but on the contrary they 
will be enabled by the increased dewand to 
run their factories on fuil time. if we 
accede to this redaction we wil! be working 
for 30 per cent less than the Pittsburg vpera- 
tors, but we do not

TWO MESSAGES. 


President Arthur’s Views on the Mis- 
sissippi Kiver @nd Hennepin Canal. 
WasuHincTon, 2 C., January 9.—The 

President yesterday transmitted the follow- 

ing message to C : 

“T transmit herew communication from 
the Secretary of War submitting tne annual 
report of the Missiggippi River Commission. 
I take this occasion to invite the early at- 
te\:tion of Congress to a continuation of the 
work on the Mississippi River which has 
been carried on under the plans of the com- 
mission, My sense of the importance of the 


improvementof this river, not only to the 
people of the Northwest, but especially the 
inuabitants of the Lower Mississippi Valiey, 
bas aiready been ~ ge in a special com- 
munication to the Congress. Harvests 
of grain and cottow’ productsin the region 
bordering the Mi pi are so vast that it 
isof national imjortauce that the project 
now being executed ret» insure cheap 
transportation shoedid be sufficiently pro- 
vided fur. The cummission report that the 
resulis due to the still incompleted works 
bave been remarkable and give the highest 
encourageinent for expecting ultimate suc- 
cess in tue improvement. The act of August 
2, 1882, appropriated 23,000 fur the work 
on that part of tue rive? beluw Cairo. Esti- 
mates of the commission, aiready transmit- 
ted to Congress, call fur $3,000,000 for the 
continuation of the works beiow Cairo, and 
itappears from the report that all of the 
last appropriation availiable for active 
operation has been expausied, and there is 
urgent need furan fipmedate appropriation 
01 $1,000,000 to continue work without loss 
of time, in view of the approach of the 
fioud season and aitendant dangers. I there- 
fore recoramend to Gongress the early pas- 
sage of a separate bill op this subject.

The President also transmitted a message 
relative to tue Hennepin Canal, recommend- 
ing the subject to the consideration of Cun- 
gress.

Taken from the Ruins of the Belle- 

ville Convent To-Day. 

Three Additional Corpses Probably Identi- 
fied this Morning—The Inquest to Con- 
tinue Until all the Bodies are Recov- 
ered—Horrible Scenes—Latest Details, 


Digging in the ruins of the burned convent was 
pursued all day, The walls of the building in sev- 
eral places present a very dangerous looking ap 
pearance, being cracked and sagged and likely to 
topple over without a moment’s warning. A large@ 
crowd is always inthe vicinity of the building 
eager to catch a first glimpse of any corpse recoY- 
ered,and should the walls fall outward the loss of 
life would at least equal that occasioned 
by the burning. of the institution, 

of the wails became 40 
ansafe yesterday that Mayor Wever ordered 
them torn down, while others just as dangerous 
were allowed to remain standing. The detail of 
police whieh kept the crowds of people the first 
Gay after the fre were removed as soon as the 
walls cooled and became really dangerous, whe 
sole responsibility of preventing serious loss of 
life from falliug walls now resting on one old 
man, who is stationed in the rear 


of the buildihg where the curiosity-seeker never 
visits. The searchtorc the missing victims was 
resumed early this morning by Street Commis- 
sioner Stromberg and a large force of men, but Is 

rogressing very slowly. The debris is burning 
Borcely under the top layer of bricks and mortar, 
making it a very dificult task for 
the men to continue the work. A bucket brigade, 
consisting of two men, was formed this morning, 
to temporarily cool the spots at Which the men 
are working. According to the manner in which 
the work is now being carried on, the building 
will not be cleared till some time next 
week. About 11 o'clock the flist 
and ouly corpse found to-day was unearthed in 
the cellar of the northwest wing of the building, 
and consisted of about two handstul of boneg, 
crisp and burned almost to ashes, Some of tue 
convent victims now claim there are only two 
more victims unaccounted for, but the Coro 
per is certain that ien more bodies’ 
are in the building.

while he who, Spartan-like, suffers without giving 
evidence of it is regarded as right worthy to wear 
the viue unform of the department. Were it 
otherwise four-fifths of the members of the de- 
partmeut would be unavailable to-day. 

«The best thing you Post-DIsPATCH men can 
do for the firemen,” said a well Kuown gentleman 
to-day, “is to agitate an increase of wages 
throughout the department. That is the best 
kind of a fund, as it comes in every 
month. Everybedy knows that we have 
fewer men and fewer engines for the 
work of putting out fires than any city of our size 
inthe ecouniry. This being the case men 
ouglit to be paid well, They get no more-now than 
they would were they followingthe safe life of me- 
chanics or machinists. The New York firemen re- 
ceive $100 a month, the Chicago firemen $1,000a 
year. Other cities pay the same wagesto their 
firemen or more. srtainly we ought to give our 
men more than 660 or $75 a month,” There ap- 
pears to be a good deal of sense in this proposi- 
tuonv, and itis recommended to the members of the 
Municipal Assembly for cousideration. There was 
ipaugurated at one of the gentlemen’s clubs to- 
day a movement towards collecting money among 
the members for the Post-DispatTcH fund,and the 
exumple of this club will nodoubt be followed by 
other similar organizauuons.

Water Waste Checked by Rigid 
Inspection. 


A Supply Flowing Into the Compton Hill Res= 
ervoir—A Gain of Twenty Million Gallons 
in Twenty-Four Hours—Interesting Dis 
coveries of the Special Agents. 


During yesterday afternoon and last {night the 
inspectors of the Assessor of Water Rates detect- 
ed and remedied over 2,000 instances of willful 
waste of water, while thousands of citizens patri- 
Otically accepted the situation and closed down 
on running bydrants. From a batch of reports of 
inspectors upon Assessor Mott’s desk this morn- 
ing a reporter selected one at random. It Was 
from the district between Carr and Biddle. Out 


of 204 inspections, 134 cases of badly frozen pipes 
were found, 62 instances where the water Was 
running at full head, and only 8 instances where 
the householders were conforming to the terms of 
the Mayor’s proclamation, By the estimate of the 
Water Commissioner in that localily an ordinary 
hydrant will run off 10,000 gallons of water dally. 
Over 600,000 gallons of water were being wasted 
in that one locality every twenty-four bours, I¢ 
will then appear what an enormous saving must 
have been made in the short time the inspectors 
have been at work. It was fully 20,000,000 gallons. 
This was shown bythe fact that at dark last 
evening Water began to run into the Compion Hill 
reservoir, At it o’clock yesterday morning ihe 
automatic indicator of pressure at the Water 
Commissioner’s office showed a head of severiteen 
pounds. At 11 o’clock to-day it ladicated thirty- 
six pounds. Each pound increase inthe head or 
pressure indicates a pressure or height of water 
above the city directrix ot 2.3 feet; hence a rise 
of water of 44 feet above the directrix. During 
ihe night the condition of affairs 

IN SOUTH ST. LOUIS | 
materially improved. ‘the disasier to the Ca- 
rondelet Gas Works was averied by a mere 
scratch. At an early hour this morning dis- 
patches were received from the Klansiah, Lemp 
and Anheuser breweries to the effect that water 
was coming into their first floors and thelr en- 
gines were conning all right. The water contin- 
ued to ruu siowly into the Compton Hill reservoir 
uutil 10:30 o’clock, when it came to a stand-still 
with three feet of water at the well gate, 
aud then began to slowly run out. It is apparent 
that the system of inspection adopted yesierday 
must be kept up forseverail days yet, perhaps for 
a week more, Forces will be kept 
at work bight and ia aud 
the same ground will be again 
gone over on * to insure enforcement of the 
proelamation. hile the city authorities are 
calling upon the people not to Waste water it is 
interesting to Know that in the Four Courts yes- 
terday 234,000 gallons of water were consumed, 
neatly all of which was clear waste, iv conse- 
quence of the primitive nature of the plumbing 
in that pret Mayor Ewing this morning ex- 
pressed himself as highly gratified with the suc- 
cess of the system of waste inspection. He re- 
marked in this eounection, however: “Tbere 
must have been something wrong heretofore in 
the euforcement of the law against waste. I do 
not recall that Ll have ever been caiied upon to re- 
mit but one fine assessed for willful Waste. Iam 
giad to see that the Water Department has been 
aroused on this Matter now, and If hope they 
will continue their good work.” 

HEALTH COMMISSIONER STEVENSON 

is still running his iudependeut water system,and 
will be able to keep up a sufficient sane to in- 
sure the safety of the city institutions. There are 
large tanks upon tiie roof of each of the asylums, 
large cistern, convenient to pumping apparatus, a 
gvod system of hose, plenty of ladders aud fire es- 
capes, aeorps of atiendants expert in fire drill 
avd a reservoir that Loids 178,000 gallons, 

Commissioner Whitman, in discussing the ques- 
tion of storage of waterin St. Louis, said that 
owing to the topography of the city, it was out 
of the question. To extena the 
Compton Hill reservoir to a capacity of 
3,000,000 gallons would cost $3,000,000, Cities must 
be goverhed by tucivy situation as to how to get 
their water supply, St. Louis must depend upon 
the pumping system, and all the us@ ior a reser- 
voir is to retain the surplus or galn pumped dur- 
lng the night and on Sundays,’’ 

Another official in the City Hall said, while dis- 
cussing the denial of the Delegates as to any 
share of responsibility lo this last danger, that 
perhaps they might explain why sumethiug is not 
dove with the three Council bilis which were sent 
to themon December 7 last. One appropriates 
$150,000 for another pumping enyine and tounda- 
tion, another appropriates $64,000 lor a main for 
said pump to supply, and the dhird ove appropri- 
ates $25,000 for fuundations for «a new standpipe 
at Tweifth and Bissell streets. It is provable 
that the danger is past, and that the highest parts 
of the city will be supplied with water witbip 
twenty-four hours if ali citizeus will lend a hand 
wwards preventing waste.

MEXICAN POLITICS. 


The Republic a Farce—The Coming 


Presidential Contest. 

Letter from Mexicotothe Springfield Republican. 
There is no such uncertainty in the polit- 
ical horuscope of this so-called republic as in 
that after which it is patterned—no scores of 
aspirants with presidential bees in their bon- 
nets, or dozens of “dark horses,’’ eacn hop- 
ing to rush in ahead till the latest hour of 
the convention. In Mexico, presidential 
timber is cut and dried leng beforehand. and 
there is little fuss and less enthusiasm about 
it. This is partly because the country is not 
prolific in such “‘timber,”’ but principally be- 
cause thereis no popular participation in 
the choice of President, the idea that the 
people elect thuse officials being more of a 
delusion here than in our own land. The 
Russians dv not live under a more perfectly 
centralized government than the Mexicans, 
and .he power controlling the regular army 
controls this country, in which republican- 
ism is a farce. After Gen. Diaz had seized 
tiie Presidency in 1877, and = driven 
Lerdo into exile, he made a most 
efficient ruler, and set things weil 
going in the “liberal” direction. The 
constitution of Mexico gives a president only 
four years and dves not permit him to be his 
own linwediate successor. So when his time 
expired Diaz retired temporarily to work up 
certain railway Schemes, and by his dicta- 
tion the present President, Gonzales, holds 
the place. It is said that when the great 
manipulator elevated Gonzales to that posi- 
tion the compact between tuem was that one 
should serve the otherin financial interests, 
aud that Diaz shouid again pussess the gov- 
erument as soon as the law would allow. The 
programme has been carried out to the let- 
ter. Throngh his substitate, Gonzales, Diaz 
has secured pumerous railway and other sub- 
ventions (by which he bas grown enormous- 
ly weaithy), and will soon. be again the ac- 
knowlediged ruler, as he has, in reality, ruled 
by proxy during the term of the present in- 
cumbent. Itis well for the development of 
Mexico that Diazshould rule, though with 
him the republic is mockery. Under his 
strong arm there will be no more revolution ; 
railroads and internal improvements will 
prosper, and commercial relations with other 
countries be encouraged, 

The nightmare of Mexican existence is 

dread of annexation to the United States. 
Every plan brought for mutual benefit be- 
tween the two republicsis tortured by the 
jealous younger sister into a leaningin that 
direction. ‘hough the proposed commercial 
treaty will bring them before unheard-of 
luxuries and comforts, the proportion of 
those who are opposed.to itis abuut 999 to 
1,000. The idea that this_treaty means a 
swailowing-up Of tuis republit by its greedy 
elder sister is industriously \fermented by 
certain interested capitalists and tradesmen, 
who now have things all their own wa 
here. You would scarcely credit me were 
to tell you the outrageous prices charged for 
the most common articles; and the Mexicans 
—knowing no better—either permit them- 
selves to be thus robbed or do without the 
ordinary necessaries of life. The Shylocks 
aforesaid well knuw that with the new re- 
gime and the advent of the American drum- 
mer, they go to the wall. 
It is so little while since revolutions were 
the order of the hour, that Mexico has not 
yet become accustomed to the situation and 
modified her laws to suit a time of pesce. 
Liberty is still so restricted that an Ameri- 
can finds himself environed by laws he can 
not understand. For example, anyone car- 
rying @ package, large or small, after 8 p. m., 
is subject to arrest. True there are p.enty 
of smugglers who come in from over the 
border in the “‘wee sina’ hours” of the morn- 
ing, with pack-mules laden with merchandise 
aud carts full of goods with a few curn- 
sta.ks thrown over, but these have ways of 
evading challenge and permit, known only 
tu themselves and the honest guard. Itis a 
well-knewn fact that millions of dvullars’ 
worth are thus annually smuggied into Mex- 
ico under the very noses of the officials, but 
une seldom hears of @ smuggier’s arrest, up- 
less it be some verdant Awerican, who has 
not yet learned the arithmetic of simpie di- 
vision, A person upon tue street of any 
Mexican city after 11 o'clock at night is ac- 
costed by the guard with the query: “Quien 
e»?” or “A donde vive?”’—Who are you? or 
Where do yeu live? Receiving no answer, 
the vigUant guardian of the pubiic peace 
may shoot the wayfarer if he pleases. This 
is rather bard on those poor Americans who 
don’t even comprehend the question and 
whose replies are generally muvore forcible 
than eegant, I never heard of the law be- 
ing carried into full effect, but nevertheless 
it Stands upon the statutes and is liable to 
enforcement, Rememvering that the army 
is recruited from the rauks of crimiuals 
senteuced for life, aud the pulice force frow 
the ranks vf the army, itis the “better part 
of valour” to capitulate with one of those 
walking arsenals rather than assert one’s in- 
depeudeiice in a sirauge lund where an 
Auerican, if apprehended, need not expect 
justice. Weare assured thai Mexicanos 
are “men of steel,”’ and that any one uf these 
ragged warriors can “lick five” of Uncle 
Samuel's soidiers. We think of the twenty- 
seven guns spiked on Obispalo Hil: by a 
handful of Gen. Taylor's men when that 
eminence, which commands the vaiiey for 
miles, was heid by tne Mexican arwy—but 
conriderateiy keep silence.

The Famous Cases Against Brit- 
ton and Curtis Nolle Prose- 
quied.

Last Record in a History Full of Sensational 
Interest and Involving Many Victims. 


By order of United States District Attorney- 
Bliss the criminal cases against James H. Brit, 
ton, «x-Mayor of this city, and Edward P. Curtis, 
once cashier of the National Bank of the State of 
Missouri, were nolle prosequiea yesterday in the 
U. 8. Cireuit Court. This action suggests a sen- 
Sational event of about eight years ago 
when one morning an examining committee 


of which Gen. John B. Henderson was chairman, 
announced that the National Bank of the State, 
which was considered one of the soundest in the 
State, was not ouly in a tottering coudition, but 
was absolutely more rotten than any that ever 
failed in the State. The committee con- 
sisted of three directors, and they found 
that the most startiing expedients had a re- 
sorted to by the cfficers tu conceal Lue real condi- 
tion of the bank. They found, for instance, that a 
liitie group of the directors had borrowed a half 
million dollars from the New “York 
Bauk of Commerce on the 
of the institution they controlled, and 
private use, concealing ithe transaction by a be- 
S account which they kept on the buoks under 
the title of “Bank of Commerce No.3.” They 
found that faise reports had been . made 
to the Comptroller of the Currency at 
Washington as to the bank’s condition, 
but pot so false that they did not clearly indicate 
to the Comptroller that something was wrong. 
They found, or it was found as a resuit of their 
work, that for some reason the Comptroller not 
only did not take action in tue premises and close 
the bunk, but on the contrary, when one day a 
year before the suspension, a department expert 
dropped into the bank suddenly, seized all of its 
effects, examined the affairs, and madeareport 
ofthe shocking condition of its affairs. Presi- 
dent Britton reached Washington as soon as the 
report did, and was permitied to make to the 
Comptroller a verbal explanation, which was ac- 
as satisfactory, and the bank was allowed 
to continue In business. Finally they fonnd that the 
assets would not pay ten cents on the dollar of the 
liabilities. Qn this committee report the bank 
wound up, aud Receiver Johnston came and took 
charge for the Comptroller. Numerous indict- 
mets.were found against Britton, Curtis and Bar- 
ton Bates (a director) for their part in the wreck- 
ing process. o 
ve of the origina! indictments contained 127 
counts, and on a division of opinion between 
Juages McCrary and Caldwell the cases went to 
the supreme Court of the United staies, the re- 
sult being that the indictment against Bates was 
uashed altogether, and the indictments agaiust 
ritton and Curtis were ~~ of every count 
except that which charged the defendanis with 
making false eutries upon the Douks of the bank. 
Tne indictments came back for trial, but a variety 
vf causes intervened to prevenithem {from belmg 
brought belore a jury. 

Many curious things cameto pass as the year 
went hy. Gen. Henderson, who had, by his in- 
vestigation, precipitated the wreck, became at- 
terney for the receiver. The receiver took into 
his employ aod gave in ebarge of the books, Mr. 
Carter, the mau who was under indictment for 
falsifying them. Nv effurt to get Information for 
ihe prosecution failed to reach his Kuowledge. | 
Mr. Britton moved to New York. In fact the 
prosecution had vo luck atallatail The stock- 
holders were assessed heavily and the Liabilities 
all paid. 

District ~Attorney Bliss was seen bya Posrt- 
DISEATCH reporter this afternoon and ques- 
tioned as to the causes which had operated two in- 
duce the Government to drop tMe prosecution. 
Mr. Bliss was uvableto give the reporter more 
than a muinevt’s talk, but the substance of bis 
expianation is, that it would be impussible at 
this time to bring the prosecution lo a successful 
issue.

OHI10'S NEW SENATOR. 

The election of Hexry B. PAYNE as 
United States Senator to succeed PENDLE- 
TON, was ordered in the Democratic caucus 
at Columbus yesterday by a majority of 14 
votes over all the opposition that could be 
rallied by the combincd influence of PEN- 
DLETON, THURMAN and WARD, and already 
it is announced that Onio, in the National 
Democratic Convention, will demand and 
urge the nomination of Payne for Presi- 
dent. 

It is impossible to disguise the fact that 
theishelving of such well-known leaders as 
PENDLETON and THURMAN, the latter es- 
pecially, will be an mmr 4 lin. and 
wear an ominous look to the Democratic 
masses outside of Ohio. They know.of 
nothing in Mr. PAYNrE’s public record that 
should render him unworthy of their con- 
fidence. He has long been recognized 
as a prominent leader in the party, and in 
various positions of the highest trust his ser- 
vices bave been marked with unquestionable 
ability and integrity. But, on the other 
hand, he has always been identified more or 
less with whatis called the Money Power 
element of the party, and though he has no 
personal connection with the Standard Oil 
monopoly, and does not himself own a dol- 
lar of ita stock, the connection of bis sons 
with that political scarecrow has given car- 
rency toa good deal of scandal about the 
combinations and methods contributing to 
his nomination. All this will be used, to- 
gether with Mr. Payner’s fortune of $7,000,- 
000, to goad the anti-monopoly sentiment of 
the country and to taunt the millions 
of Wemocrats who have flattered them- 
selves that their party is firmly arrayed 
azainst monopoly and cannot be controlled 
by the Money Power. 

As Mr. PENDLETON’s term of service does 
notend till March 3, 1885, Mr. PAYNE can- 
not go into the Senate at once and rebuke all 
this talk by proving himself as firm and in- 
corruptible a defender of public rights 
against the abuse of corporate powers and 
monopoly encroachments as THURMAN him- 
dit His party will have to rest under doubt 
arid suspicion as to tle meaning of his elec- 
tion until some frank, explicit declaration 
from himself identifies him with the popular 
sentiment of his party. The attempt to win 
the Presidency by shelving such aman as 
THURMAN and nominating another Ohio 
mian, who is a big millionaire and suspected 
of being monopoly’s “dark horse,” might 
give BEN BUTLER Aa million votes that would 
otherwise be recorded for the Democratic 
egndidate.

Our GovernNment was not instituted to en- 
wage in that ‘paternal’ business which leads 
to the worst abuses incident to other forms 
of government. but when it does go into 
that business to the extent of clothing mon- 
ey-making corporations with exclusive privy- 
ileges and the power of eminent domain, it 
sould certainly not adhere to the bad, aud 
carefully avoid the good features of a bad 
model. 

Able writers are arguing in our leading re- 
views and magazines that our Government is 
unfit and constiiutionally powerless to regu- 
late the tolls and control the services of the 
railway corporations it has created. They 
tell us that the demand for such Government 
interference with the management of 
private property and the control of 
private capital, is not only against public 
policy, but partakes on the one hand of the 
wildest communism and on the other of the 
most despotic theories of government. We 
do not possess and do not want an omnip- 
otent parliament, lke that of Great Brit- 
ain, they tell us, nor the despotism of a 
strong centralized republic, such as rules 
France, nor yet the imperialism of Germany, 
with but shadowy limitations on its power. 
Like thagg, our Government can create cor- 
porations, confer on them the power of tak- 
ing private property for alleged public use, 
and also empower them to regulate eom- 

nerce between States and cities by levying 
liscriminating tolls. But when it attempts 
© proposes to see that such powers, 
tranted for the public good, shall 
be converted into an engine of 
oppression and- injustice to

Our greatest law writers and our 
highest courts have held that the power to 
grant such franchises is inseparable from the 
power and duty of preventing all abuses of 
the corporate functions that may unjustly or 
injuriously affectthe public interest in the 
business of the chartered corporation. The 
fact that the monopolists are still airing 
their preposterous theories through such re- 


spectable publications as the Princeton Re- 
view proves only that they are preparing for 
‘astill more determined effort through the. 
corrupting conduits of the lobby.

The Evergiades. 
Report of the Times-Democrat’s Explorer. 

In conclusion, I sum up my observations of the 
Everglades in a few words: 

It isa vast marsh, interspersed with thousands 

of islands, small in extent, and with few excep- 
tions, completely inundated, even at the time we 
explored them, which was during a very dry sea- 
son. On the islands that were out of water, there 
was but afew inches of soil covering the rocks. 
In my opinion their drainage is utterly impracti- 
cable, and even if it were practicable the reward 
forsuch an undertaking would be lands that 
could be utilized for no other purpose than as a 
grazing ground for stock: They are nothing more 
nor less than a yast and useless marsh, and such 
they will remain for all time to come, iu all prob- 
ability. 
It would not be possible to build, or maintain if 
built, a telegraph line along the route traversed- 
by us, which statement fs made in reply to numer- 
ous inquiries as to the feasibility of such an en” 
terprise. 


Internal Revenue Reform. 
From the Courier-Journal. 

It does not appear that the system proposed by 
Judge Buckner, which contemplates the substitu - 
tion of high license taxes for the direct taxes laid 
at present upon liquors, beer and tobacco, will 
place Internal revenue taxation upon a more sci- 
entific footing. In the proposed system the taxes 
would necessarily be paid by consumption, ana 
the same is exactly true of the existing system. 
There would be the difference, however, of more 
difficult supervision and more extensive evasion 
ofthe tax. There would bea larger percentage 
of untaxed consumption. and to that extent it 
would fall short of the efficacy of the present sys- 
tem. The bill prepared ty Mr. Thompson for the 
reorganization of the internal revenue machinery 
contains many striking and ingenious features, 
but the popular demand at present looks rather 
to the rates of taxation than the methods of col- 
lection, and itis doubtful if the latter can be 
made a subject of real controversy at present.

The Wailer Famine. 
St. Louis, January 7, 1884. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. | 

Since you have a column in your paper devoted 
to the people as a means of expressing their opin- 
ion about things in general, 1 desire to express 
mire about the management of St. Louis as re- 
gards her water supply. It seems to me decided- 
ly strange that a city as old as ours should be ut- 
terly unable to meet with an expected emergen- 
ey, especially when itis in the shape of a water 
famine. Here we are, located on the banks of one 
of the largest bodies of water in the world,our city 
constantly growing, and, having experienced a 
scarcity of water on several occasions, we are to- 


day very little, if any, better prepared than when 
the thing first occurred. It seems that the col- 
lection of muttonheads who govern the city think 
that when ’tis fine weather they need not mend 
the roof and when it rainsthey can’t. If we had 
prineipled men running our city, men who had 
some object in view otber than organizing into 
solid sevens and solid threes in order to get a 
greater share of the spoils incident to the man- 
agement of a city by political scoundrels, we 
would never be troubled with any of these dread- 
ed disasters.

Archery and Fire Escapes. 
St. Louis, January 8, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

The lamentable loss of huinan life in conflagra- 
tions, of which the late horrid catastrophe at 
Belleville is one, furnishes a new iucident of the 
deplorable condition in which our Fire-Depart- 
ments are regarding the rescue of persons from 
burning buildings, where, from some cause or an- 
other, even a Skinner apparatus cannot be 
brought into action, suggests a remedy which.is 
simple, cheap and very efiicient. Letevery fire 
company carry from one to more rope ladders, 
each from 150 to 175 feet long: for each ladder 
one coil one-fourth inch rope same length; one 
coilhemp twine same length, and bow and ar- 
rows. Several men of each fire company may, by 
little practice, acquire the skill to shoot an arrow 
to which the hemp twineis attached, into the 
window of even the seventh story ofa building, 
into the room where people in a burning building 
are in danger, who then can pull up by the string 
the rope to which the ladder is altached and with 
said rope the ladder, which they can secure to the 
window sill by iron hooks which should be at- 
tached to the first end of the ladder, thereby form- 
ing a sure and safe escape. The coils of twine 
and rope, as Well as the iadder, should be on roll- 
ers. kept in smooth condition in order that they 
may easily and rapidly uawound. Within five min- 
utes from the time of arrival at the place of con- 
flagration the ladder can be securely attached to 
auy story.
